Iiiique Funeral ol Zeke John 

won. 

Winchester, Ky., Sept. 20. — The 
most unique funeral probably on re- 
cord was that of E/.ckial Johnson, 
which took place in Breathitt coun- 
ty recently. .The deceased was a lad 
thirteen years of age, and the son of 
Rev Elisha Johnson, a Baptist min - 
ister. In April, 1889, tho boy was 
chastised by his father and sent into 
tho field to plow in oats. He was 
missed and in about an hour he was 
found hanging to a tree by the side 
of the field, - having committed sui 
cide in a fit of anger. A few days 
ago tho funeral was preached and 
elaborate i reparations were made 
for the occasion. The clothes worn 
by tho boy at the time of bis death 
were stuffed, the hat "and shoes put 
on, and the effigy was hnng by tho 
same rope to the same tree, in the 
presence ol this spectacle the fune- 
ral ceremonies were conducted; over 
the grave of the boy, a short diet 
ance oft, was built a litte house and 
on this was stretched a canvass upon 
which was written, in large letters, 
a conversation the boy had with a 
sister just prior to his death. The 
funeral services were continued for 
three days and the crowd present is] 
said to have boen tho largest ever 
convened in tho county. Just at 
the close of the third day’s service 
an affray occurred in which Andrew 
Palmer, a voung man, was shot and 
killed by Tom McIntosh.

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AGRICULTURAL HINTS. 

* CONVENIENT COW-STABLE. 

ll It Ra«IIj Halil mi I flat rUi.tr of Hjnrt 
-IImI SWtlioU of Patterning Ctlllt. 

A subscriber of th«t American Agr*. I 
eulturl.t uka me to describe my style 1 
of cow-stable. method of Cantoning;, etc. 
Flrat, tho barn la built on rlalng 
ground, with ample ilralnairu, requiring 
bo floor to keep ono'a foci dry. being 
built on a low concrete wall sixteen 
inches thick, and twelve inches high 
above tho surface. It has a balloon 
frame, with self-supporting roof, and 
eighteen- foot jiosts; Joists eight and 
throe- fourths foot above the floor. The 
outside is covered with matched drop- 
aiding; the inside ceiled up with floor- 
ing. bar, kiwi with tarred paper. The 
floor overhead Is of matched pine floor- 
ing; the roof is of the best quality of 
Shingles. The stables are each ten feet

no. l.— kkctiox of staffs. 
four Inches wide; as is also the alloy 
and mangor-room. Hack live feet from 
ith# manger a trench, eight Inched deep 
and slxtoen inches wide, was dug, and 
• trouohbox, made of two-inch plnuk 
with eight-inch sides, was put Into this 
trench, and budded in cement mortar, 
making It absolutely water-tight. A 
plank fourteen inches in width was 
aplkud to the inner edgu of the trench- 
box, for tho hind feet of the cows; the 
•ore feet are on the earth. This shu's 
out all undercurrent, of air, frost and 
odors 

The stalls are made doublo. to hold 
two cows each. The stable Is spaced of! 
into places six foet two Inchon wido, and 
two planks set upright, as seen in Fig.

A little 
mere than tliree-and-a-half foet from 
the floor (aoeordlng to the size of the 
cows) a neck-piece, in fastened on 
with large wood arrows, this keeping 
theoowsout of the manger, liotweeu 
each of these uprights a letter A is 
fastened, as seen in Fig. X This keeps 
the two cows standing side by side 
apart when eating from the manger. 
When not eating, they often step hack,

'‘peacefully lick" each other’s faces, 
but not cross horns. Twonty Inches 
fthove the floor (Fig. 2) a hole is bored 
through the inner upright, and the 
end of these neck-halter chains slipped 
through, one hole answering for a chain 
from each side. The chain is what is 
known as a four-U, and has a swivel at 
the “split,” so that it will not kink. 
This chain gives tho cows much free- 
dom of movement, allows them to com- 
fortably lie with their heads upon tbeir 
■idea and often allay tho irritation of 
an itching hide. If the end bar of tbe 
ebatn is put through two end rings, 
they never unfasten. The cows are 
quickly tied or untied. A nail is driven 
into the neck-piece, and when tho 
cow is loosened, the chain is hung over 
this; and when tbe same now Is to be 
tied up, the chain is dropped over tbe 
nock and fastened without bother. Tbs 
balance of Fig. 2 is self-explanatory. 
With this style of stablo, tbe care oJ 
the cows seemed reduced to tbe miui 
mum. — American Agriculturist, 

A Clootl Watering l)«vlc«. 

• The cheapest and the best device for 1 
watering fowls in an earthenware foun- 
tain made oxpressly for tbe purpose. It 
lias tho form of a cylinder with a con- 
cave top.

from Poor French MaIiI to TTfkllh; Oil and 
Stool Speculator. 

There appears to be cunslde cable In- 
terest in tho story of Marie l’ltou, tho 
fS-enoh inald, who came to the oil 
country In 1S75, and Is now a heavy 
speculator on the Now York stock mar- 
ket. 

| Tbe substance of the story is ns fol- 
lows. as related by Mmo. Blank; 
i ’^ly maiden name was Murle Pltou. 

I came to Amorlca in 1875 with Will- 
iam and Robert Oreaves and tbeir 
wives. I was engaged as maid to Mrs. 
Robert Greaves. There gontlemen 
wore wealthy land owners, and also 
had large Interests In Glasgow, Scot- 
land. 

| "M.v mistress was an Invalid, and the 
trip was made partly on her account 
She hud lost »n only child a few months 
before, and grew So melancholy that 
the physicians advised an extended 
trip. It was not tbe intention to go 
into tbo oil country, but reading in a 
Pittsburgh paper while In that city of 
the 'boss’ well, it was decided to visit 
it I was eighteen years old at that 
time.

the titles and negotiated fur the pur- 
chase of it Some days after 1 hud mado 
tho purchase 1 heard that there was not 
much likelihood of oil being found 
there. I felt very blue, and wont to 
Pittsburgh, thinking that If it proved 
valueless I might hnvo to go into 
service again ami I would look around 
for a position. I went hi a boarding- 
house In Allegheny City, and bad a 
lady count in twico a day and give me 
lessons in English. 1 learned very 
rapidly. 

"Tbe botel-kacper in Butler had my 
sddross. und one day I received a call 
from u man who wanted to buy niy 
leasn. I didn't sell to him, and others 
same to roe ma I went up to Butler, 
md learned that wells on the GtlUxple I 
farm were creating some excitement. I 
[ The fin al was a considerable distance 
front my property. Imt I concluded to 
ho Id cn for further developments 
"The excitement grew In that locali- 
ty, and there was a great demand for- 
my properly. I was advised to put 
town a well, uud would have done ao 
bad not snob tempting offers been mads 
to me to soil I finally accepted an 
jflor of nearly four thousand dollars.” 
Mine. Blank says she was scared out 
of the oil country by the fear of nitro- 
glycerine. and'eatne to Now York. She 
remained there only a short time, and 
then went to Baltimore, where she 
made some money In real-estate specn 
latlon. In Baltimore she became ac- 
quainted with the wife of a stock 
broker, and got some knowledge of tbe 
stock business 

The broker had a connection with s 
New York firm, and Anally bought into 
It as a partner and came to Now York 
to enter the otAco. Marie Pitou came 
with them, and through l.ii* firm made 
hoc Aral investment in Wall street 
She was successful In Increasing her 
bank account to $10,000, when she closed 
out all her deals and went to Paris to 
visit lier slstor. 

It was while she was convalescing at 
St Luke's hospital that she Arst met 
Colonel Blank, whom she afterward 
married.
